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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Art Unit location of your application in the PTO has changed. To aid in correlating 
any papers for this application, all further correspondence regarding this application should be 
directed to Group Art Unit 2615. 

2. In response to the Pre- Appeal Brief Request for Review filed on 05/30/2006, a 
conference has been held with Mr. Reinhard Eisenzopf of office of QA of TC 2600 and Ms. Sinh 
Tran, Supervisory Patent Examiner of AU 2615. During the conference, the examiner has been 
informed that the final rejection is not proper, but the prior art is still relevant and the same 
ground of rejection stands only with better wordings or explanations. Therefore, 
PROSECUTION IS HEREBY REOPENED. 

3. The finality of the office action is withdrawn and a rejection is set forth below in 
responsive to the amendment filed 12/27/2005.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) The invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled 
the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for patent. 

5. Claims 15-21 and 23-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Azima et al. (U. S. Pat. - 6,332,029). 
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Regarding claim 15, Azima et al. disclose a transducer (Figs. 1 and 22) for reproducing 
and recording sound, comprising a membrane (2) provided a generally circular piezoelectric 
element (9), the membrane composed of a plurality of layers (2b) made of at least one layer by a 
polymer (col. 24, lines 8-24), wherein the piezoelectric element (9, 27, 118) has two radial 
surfaces, one of the radial surfaces being directly glued (Figs. 14 and 24) into the membrane (col. 
32, lines 61-66 and col. 37, lines 18-25), and the membrane lacks centrically symmetrical 
configuration as claimed. 

Regarding claims 16-21 and 23-26, Azima et al. further disclose the transducer, wherein 
at least one layer of the membrane is made of metal (col. 24, lines 8-24) as claimed. 

Regarding claims 27-28, Azima et al. further disclose the transducer, wherein the 
membrane is glued (3) to a holder (1) as claimed 

Regarding claim 29, Azima et al. further disclose the transducer, wherein at least one 
layer of the membrane is part of a wall (53), in particular the wall of a housing of a device. 

Regarding claim 30, Azima et al. further disclose the transducer, wherein at least one 
groove (100) is provided in the membrane. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 16-21 and 23-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Azima et al. (U. S. Pat. - 6,332,029). 

Regarding claims 16-21 and 23-26, Azima et al. may not clearly teach for the details of 
the material of the membrane as claimed. Since providing a suitable material, such as a synthetic 
material for the diaphragm of a panel speaker is very well known in the art, it therefore would 
have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to be motivated to 
provide a suitable material, such as synthetic foam material for the core and metallic foils for the 
surface layers, for the membrane of the speaker as an alternate choice, in order to provide a 
relatively light and durable speaker. 

Response to Amendment 

7. Based upon the newly amended claim 15, applicant's arguments dated 12/27/2005 and 
05/30/2006 have been fully considered, but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 

The cited reference (U.S. Pat. - 6,332,029) does clearly show that a transducer for 
reproducing and recording sound, comprising a membrane (2) provided a generally circular 
piezoelectric element (9), the membrane composed of a plurality of layers (2b) made of at least 
one layer by a polymer (col. 24, lines 8-24), wherein the piezoelectric element has two radial 
surfaces, one of the radial surfaces being directly glued (adhesive) into the membrane (Figs. 14- 
1 5 and 24), and the membrane lacks centrically symmetrical configuration as claimed. 

Regarding claim 15, the applicant argued that: "... the Azima et al. patent clearly fails to 
disclose or suggest a transducer including a piezoelectric element having a radial surface directly 
glued onto a membrane" (see page 4). The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicants, 
that a skilled person in the art will clearly see a piezoelectric element (27, 118) having a radial 
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surface (Figs. 14 and 24) directly glued (by adhesive) onto a membrane (2) as discloses by 
Azima et al. in U.S. Pat. - 6,322,029. 

Furthermore, applicant asserts "It is clear from this passage that the Azima et al. patent 
does not envision directly gluing a radial surface of a piezoelectric disk to a membrane" on page 
5. Again, the examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicants. Azima et al. do clearly teach 
the claimed limitation of directly gluing a radial surface of a piezoelectric disk (9) to a 
membrane (2) in Figures 14-15 and 24. 

Moreover, the applicant even argues for the not claimed limitation: "... the disk (31) is 
not at all adhered to the membrane (2)" on page 5. Again, Azima et al. do clearly show such 
limitation in Figure 24 with glue (20) or an adhesive.
